This is a decision on the request under 37 CFR 3.81(b) 1 , filed July 29, 2009, to correct the name 
of the assignee on the front page of the above-identified patent by way of a Certificate of 
Correction.

Further, Office assignment records reflect that Nippon Oil Corporation 
and Kabushiki Kaisha Honda Lock are the assignees of record, which assignments were 
submitted for recordation as set forth in § 3.1 1 before issuance of the patent. Accordingly, as the
